Has Jubt I'illcd It. 


E. F. Felt, a wealthy citizen of Gale- 


na, Ills., has filled a long felt want hy 
donating to that city a public library. 


He will present 
1,000 volumes to 
the library and 
pay all of its ex- 
penses for two 
years providing 
the city of Gale- 
na will assume 
tho running ex- 
pon«os at the ex- 


iitiou of that 


time. Mr. Felt's 
example is one 
worthy of imita- 
tion on the part 
of rich men iu 
other places. Ga- 


lena was the home of General Grant, anil 
an interesting feature connected with 
the library project is tho fact that the 
library bnikliug will also be a Grant 
memorial hall, which will contain tho 
numerous relics of the famous general 
now in the possession of his old towns- 
men. 
Near by, too, is tho old Grant 


homestead, which is furnished muoh as 
it was when tho general left it in 1880. 


With characteristic modesty Mr. Felt 


refused to havo the library bear his 
name, and two of the conditions attach- 
ed to his gift were that no atheistic, 
anarchistic or immoral books should bo 
placed upon the shelves, and that four 
of tho nine members of the library board 
should always bt» women, Mr. Felt was 
bom in Plattsburg, K. Y., 73 years ago. 
When a boy, ho went west to seek his 
fortune and located in Galena in 18-12. 
He has been a resident of Galena 53 
years, (hiring which ho has ncqnired n 
fortune in real estate speculation, bank- 
ing and other enterprises covering sev- 
eral states. Twenty-five years ago ho 
purchased an immense tract of laud iu 
Iowa, divided it into small farms, •which 
lie sold to settlors, and reaped a hand- 
some reward as the result of the cuter- 
prise. Forty years ago ho was married to 
Miss Anna E. JPJattot'PIattsbnrg, and it 
is said that Miss Anna Felt, a daughter 
and a graduate of Wells college, was 
the inspirer of tho library douatiou.
